Removing Spots 
And _ Stains 


- By ELEANOR-ROSS 


F there is a great deal of 
activity at your house with 
visitors coming and going and 
many youngsters and perhaps 
some visiting pets on the scene, 
then yau had better be prepared 
for spots and stains. These arc 
pretty likely to occur, no matter 
how careful all concerned may 
be. 


Food stains caused by such 
foods as ice cream or chocolates 
or candy have a way of appear- 
inst on the carpet, despite ail the 
vigilance in the world. Sponge 
as soon as. possible with clear 
lukewarm water ‘to remove 
water-soluble substanocs. If 
stains remain when dry, then 
there is a grease residue. Use 
eleaning powder then brush out 
carefily.

"It js the corn, Madam2. We 
have nothing like it In Europe. 
Every region In his country 
seems to have its special way to 
ust corn. In New England they 
havo the corn bread and cele- 
brated Boston Brown bread 
made with-cornmeal. In Virginia 
they have the cornmeal spoon 
bread. In the Middle West they 
eat the cornmeal mush. In the 
Southwest they have the tortillas 
and tamales made of cornmeal, 
and in ‘the deep South I find 
hominy, which I. understand I[s 
corn In another form, But I am 
confused Madame, here seem to 
be two kinds of hominy which 
tool nnd taste very_ different.” 

Hominy Grits 

“Yes, there ane hominy grits 
and what we call ‘hulled’ ov ‘lye’ 
hominy. Hominy grits are made 
from corn, ‘threshed until the 
outer coat comes off and ground 
quite fine, but not as fine as 
cornmeal. There is also n coars? 
{ype of threshed hominy known 
as ‘samp.’ This is really. cracked 
corn, But hulled or lye hominy 
is very different. This Js made 
by soaking well dried ripe com 
In water contalning, wood ashes 
or lye until the coarse outer coat 
comes off. Then it’s thoroughly 
washed In 5 or 6 waters, and sol 
loose in some markets and also 
in Unned form. It docs not necd 
much cooling.” 

“"T have enjoyed ihe hominy 
grits os a cereal. with milk and 
honey or” brown sugar," re- 
marked the Chef. “It.is also very 
good with gravy for lunch of 
dinner.” Ee 

“We often cook hominy grits, 
pour into a pan, and when cold 
slice’and dip in fine dry crumbs, 
then fry to cat with syrup and 
bacon for breakfast, or with 
chicken frleansee for dinner.

We know now that tho heat of 
the sun comes from the combination, 
near its centre, of hydrogen atoms 
into the four-times heavier atoms of 
helium. 


To repoduce this process artifici-- 


ally one would first have to overcome 


the strong repulsion that tries to pre- 


vent the close appronch of any two 
atoms. 


This cnn only be achieved by the 
use of intense heat—just as coal will 
not combine with air until we make 
it hot enough, a‘ 


The temperature needed to make 
atoms behave as they do in the sun 
must be about as high as the tem- 
perature in the centre’ of the sun, 
which is 20 million degrees centi- 
grade. 

In fact, the matter in the sun is 
really only “smouldering” since it 
takes millions of years to be “burned” 
completely. So to obtain® results 
more quickly one would need still 
higher temperatures, 


WHAT would be the advantages 
of the hydrogen bomb over the 
ntom bomb? 


ATOM bombs are limited in size, or 
rather in the amount of atomic cx- 
plosive which they can contain. The
